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thofe Salts, upon the conta^ of one another, or of Mintral Bodies, are 
the Efficient caufes of Heat in thofe Springs; he thence takes occafion to 
teach , How Jrtificial Baths may be made analogical in vertueand opera- 
tion to the NMurdi ftiewing withal the efficacy of Hot Springs and 
Baths , whether Natural or Artificial , in curing moft of the ftubbornd^ 
Difeafes. 

Fourthly , The Author digrefles to the Vindication ofchjm'cal Phyftc'^ 
defcribingfirft.whattheChymical Artis; next, endeavoring to remove 
the reproach laid on it : and laftly , declaring the great afliftances thereby 
aifforded to Nature, above ordinary Shop-preparations,in order to the Cure 
of Difeafes : From which laft he takes occafion to exfpatiate into the praifc 
of this Arc , upon the account alfo of its great ufefulnefs for improviug Ex- 
perimental Philofophy , and for penetrating into the Principles of all Con- 
cretes, whether Vegetable, Animal, or Mineral : infcrting withal, by way 
of digreffion , his thoughts of an VmverfalCharaSler ; meaning fuch an 
one.which, being known in all parts of the World , flioiild fignific the fame 
thinz in all Countrcys -, fo that all People skili'd therein fhould every where 
read it every one in their own Language. 

To all this Is annex'd anjippcndix concerning the Otigindol Springs in gent' 
Til , in which the Author admics, that Raia-and-$now- waters are indeed the proximate 
Caufe of all Land-Springs and fudden_ Floods , filling the Porofities and Channels 
of the Earth's furface J and that the remaining part reftagnats, till it meet with conveni- 
ent Currents outof Brooks and Ditches into other Ri volets, and thofe again , by further 
paltages, [well into Rivers , and thereby caufe Inundations of low grounds, till thofe Ri- 
rers empty thtmfelves, by other intermediate ones, into the Sea it lelf : But that the fame 
iliould be ihccaufeof the Pontes FcrenneS) or Living Springs , he pofitively denies ; 
advancing MsThcfts , That there is a Circulation of H^'ater in the Termqueous Globe , 
ai requifite to its well-being, as the Circulation of Shod in Animals , whereby the water, 
through fubterraneous Channels along the Sabulum bulliens , runs from S. a to Sea, and 
alfo from the Sea to the Heads of Springs, and from them intoR'volets, and thofe into 
Bjvers , and thence into the Ocean, and fo ciiculatts round: wUch, be faith , in- 
cludes alfo another Circle of Rain and Snow , which firft arifing by txhalations 
from the Sea and Earth , are carried down again upon -the Earth and Sea , and joyning 
sfTiie with Rivolets from Springs, do fwell Rivers , which again difcliarge themfeltes in - 
20 the Sea.
